mansion was his wife. the form­ 
er Wallis Warfield Simpson, who 
was a divorcee when he gave up 
the British throne in 1936 to 
marry her She is 68

untary exile from his homeland 
only if his wife were granted 
the title "her royal highness.” 
to which she would normally be 
entitled as the wife of a royal

“ When a man reaches such an 
age bygones are often allowed 
to be bygones.”
